It may sound presumptuous to sug 
gest that a movement of such mag 
nitude should have its: origin in so 
obscure a body as the Frank board 
of trade but the pessimist who would 
so look at it has only to recall that 
on a previous occasion 2 movement 
of comparatively equal importance 
had its beginning in this same little 
body and before it was over all of 
Canada had been aroused and suc- 
cess Was the outcome.
